Dave - Sorry about the delay in answering your query, but with two daughters 
graduating less than a week apart, and one having an 18th birthday, things 


have been a bit hectic around here. 


The Mor-Gain antenna, sold for years in small display ads in the back of ham 


magazines, is not a Lattin antenna. It is a multiband antenna made from 


parallel dipoles with the largest element folded back on itself. Thus the 


antenna can fit in half the space of a normal antenna as advertised. 


Unfortunately the folded back portion of the antenna carries current flowing 
in the opposite directon of the unfolded portion of the antenna. The result 
is the fields generated by the two portions of the antenna cancel, resulting 
in less gain for the Mor-Gain antenna than a conventional antenna. The 
radiation resistance also drops resulting in poorer efficiency.

> For those that haven't built thiers yet, here's a few tips I found. When 

> you build the pcb box, leave off the side panel on the side where the SWR 

> bridge is built. This makes it easier to get in there with a soldering iron 
> while your attaching wires.

I made a mistake and mounted the front panel up side down, which turned out 


to be a good mistake. The instructions show the led mounted below the 
"operate/SWR" switch and I put the front panel on so the led is above the 
switch. This I belive makes it easier to see the led. It also allowed me to 
mount the resistors for the SWR bridge directly on, and hangning off the 
switch, rathier than building the bridge "Manhatten style". Mounting the 
resistors direclty on the switch reduces the lead length significantly and 
is bound to improve it's operation at higher frequencies. 


VV VV VV VV 


Well, I guess I made the same mistake too, then :-) My LED is ABOVE the 
switch also; thought it was supposed to be that way! 


Another construction note: didn't bother with the screws to hold the 
plastic cover on; those big rubber bands on fresh vegetables at the 
grocery store are perfect (and easy to pull the cover off and dig around 
inside when you're convinced you've done something wrong the first time 
you try to tune up on 15 M (kinda sharp tuning on higher bands!)

My two pence on the issue: 


I personally hope the CCR issue passes, because frankly this will decide if 
I can work on getting a ham ticket *nowx or if I have to wait to get a 
house (which, with the state of CCRs, may be in the boonies and thus may be 
a very long time indeed). 


I live in an apartment complex (NO flaming about "you could have chosen 
better"--the only stuff that is comparable in cost around here are trailer 
parks which are a full 45 minutes away from work, which *xALSO* are covenant 
restricted banning antennas; for that matter, so are practically xallx the 
new neighbourhoods, and around here even old houses are increasingly out of 
question due to being too expensive or being bought up by the local college 
which xalsox bans antennas as part of their dorm agreement). I am also on 
somewhat of a limited income--I was laid off by my employer the month after 
9/11 and have been unable to find a new job (even flipping burgers--the job 
market is quite literally so bad here that high schoolers are being told 
NOT to work at McDonalds but to go into volunteer service because there are 
simply no jobs to be had). My husband also got laid off, and makes around 
$13/hr working around 30-40 hours a week. I also have problems with 
transportation which makes it even harder for me to get a job (I cannot 
drive, so QRPing in a field in a car is unfortunately NOT an option for me). 


I largely wanted to get into ham radio and QRP in particular as the rigs 
are NOT terribly expensive (around $200-300 for the more expensive SSB 
capable kits, as opposed to kilobucks for most rigs), QRP is a challenge, 
and (at least for the 2m aspect) I wanted to get into SKYWARN et al. 


My apartment complex, along with all the other apartment complexes in town, 
ban practically all antennas aside from dish antennas (and even then, some 

of the requirements probably are in violation of federal law--like "nothing 
obvious, no permanent installation"). Yes, even little wire antennas. 


Also, the size of my balcony is maybe 10ft by 15ft by 10ft (I live ina 
lower floor apartment, almost a xsubterraneanx apartment, no, I did not 


have a heck of a lot of choice in the matter), so I cannot exactly put up 
anything more than a restricted space magnetic loop antenna of some sort or 
a carpet-loop or broomstick-special type of antenna. 


As is, about the only way any type of radio is listenable (even 
television--I don't subscribe to cable, don't watch TV enough) is to put up 
a broomstick or carpet loop or (for scanners/6m and below listening) a 
groundplane antenna right against the window, or (with TVs) install an 
amplified antenna which works less than well (the main antenna broke and 
the complex is less than willing to fix this, as 98% of the folks here have 
cable), or find some way to disguise these antennas as a birdfeeder and 
hope the mess a) won't be taller than 10f£t and b) won't get me in trouble 
with apartment management. 


I would gladly move somewhere more amenable to ham radio work if a) I had 
the cash, b) I could find a bloody xjobx, c) if almost all new housing in 
this area wasn't being converted to CC&R hell clear to Frankfort, KY (which 
is maybe fifty miles from Louisville), d) if trailer parks hadn't been 
pretty much legislated and zoned out of existance in Jefferson County, e) 
if all the trailer parks didn't have CC&Rs xthemselvesx, and £) if the 
non-CC&R housing was not in what me and hubby delicately joke about as "if 
we win the lottery or if both of us get xgood*x jobs, because we'll need it 
to pay for the gas at least" pricing range :P 


As it is, unless CC&Rs end up being overturned by Congress, I am going to 
be lucky to be able to do QRP work at xallx (Field Day is out, as hubby 
works on Saturday so we don't end up in a homeless shelter or shacking up 
with his parents (who live in a CC&R neighbourhood, go figure); outdoor 
antennas are out so it'll be a minor miracle to rig up an antenna at xallx 
for me to get out even for microwatt work)--yes, sometimes those CC&Rs can 
keep people from getting into the hobby at all. About my only chance is to 
get involved with REACT which tends to focus more on CB radio work (if I 
wanted to get into CB, I'd buy me one, or have my dad the CB nut outright 
GIVE me one). 


Which really sucks, because I want to get into the hobby. I'd also be 
willing to bet that this CC&R stuff actually keeps people in young 
families, the vast majority of kids who'd be interested in QRP (if for no 
other reason than they can build their own radios), and the rather 
non-substantial population of tech geeks who'd be interested in ham radio 
from getting into the hobby. (Yes, a lot of us geeks that one thinks live 
on the Internet are also ham radio fans and/or operators. I know of 
someone who worked in an ISP who participated heavily in ARTS (Louisville's 
amateur radio society) and in the QRP interest group at that, and I know of 
another person in my complex who is a fellow geek, good friend of mine, and 
who is also interested in getting into ham radio (he's an EE geek :). So 
the line "Kids just aren't interested" doesn't always apply.) 


There's also probably a lot of other folks in similar situations (folks in 
HUD/Section 8 housing (of which a lot of Section 8 around here is rather 
nice apartments) because they are older and/or disabled, who might not be 
able to get around too much, who because of no fault of their own can't 
really afford to move out, might be able to afford a smallish QRP 
transceiver like the discontinued SW-40 kits, but can't put up an outside 
antenna because of pesky CC&R regs) that are flat out shut out of ham radio 
because of this. (And a lot of them would not terribly mind getting into 
it, if for no other reason than to have something to do and not be so 
lonely. Charities give out computers to these folks so they can get on the 
Internet, assuming their phone lines aren't cruddy as heck, so they can 
have someone to talk to. A number of them would also happily get into ham 
radio if they just had the equipment, training, and the ability to string 
out a bit of wire to talk to the world without the apartment manager 
attempting to crucify them for it) 


Ah well...enough of my rant. Y'all will prolly think I'm just a 

complaining old, broke, kid. Just the "tough luck" thing doesn't always 
work...sometimes people really don't choose to be in a covenant restricted 
area, and (more important) there are a lot of folks who hear about ham 
radio, think it's neat, but can't start to get involved because they'd be 
pilloried for putting up an outdoor antenna and figure it's too much trouble 


-wtf (nyar!) 

who WILL be getting my ticket, if a) I can ever move out or b) the 
congresscritters can be convinced to overturn CC&Rs so I can convince yon 
apartment manager to "please let me put up a modest, 3ft diameter magnetic 
loop antenna and a modest 23 inch tall groundplane--it'll look just like a 
flower hanger, you won't even notice it--so I can participate in homeland 
security and can keep the public warned in case a tornado or something 
comes through, I'm 4F, let me serve my country somehow" :)

antenna. What do you really expect to happen? Have the apartment 
complex magically and suddenly offer to put up a 5-band beam with a 
rotor? 


People, this is EXACTLY the attitude that is detrimental to HAM radio 
and it's interaction with the non-HAM public. 


But let's say it DID apply, in some wild fantasy. You'd use something 
like 
this to force an antenna to be allowed to be put up. 


I'm sorry, this offends me. 


Besides, you can BET YOUR YOU KNOW WHAT that if it came 

to it, you would be CHARGED! Well, you're taking up more space, 

right? What if 5 residents want to put antennas up, who gets to do it? 
A lottery? Or rental of space! 


You can put up an antenna right now that won't offend anyone. You can 

do it so that they won't know, be on the air, and not upset anyone. Heck, 
I operated for years from 'stealth' sites. Even at power levels to 75w, 
hardly QRP. (OK, I DID destroy one guys stereo, but that's another 
story...) 


What could you do? Well, get one of those fiberglass fishing poles and 
set it on your porch as a St Louis Verticle. Disguise it by putting a 
decorative wind sock on the top. Or, a shorter pole. Set it so that it 
has 

a small thistle seed feeder on the top for finches. Why such a long pole 
the neighbors ask? You're want to make sure the birds are away from 
everything... 


Or if you can get just a bit of access to the roof or top apartment... 

Put a 

small (hobby) pully up there, and have a small piece of twine come down 
to your area. Now you could just raise the end of a piece of wire and 

you're 

on the air. 


Or you could mount a flagpole on your porch. A 4 footer at first. Then 
a week later a 6' piece of of pvc pipe the same color. Then a week 
later an 8' piece. With a wire in the middle. 


Hey, if the spouting on the building is metal, just attach to it and tune 
it up. 

I did that for a few months when I lived in Texas in an apartment. If 
it's 

vinyl, get to the roof, go to the end and tie the end of a wire to one of 
the 

supports and lay it along the whole top edge of the roof in the gutter. 
Then 

at the down spout, drop the wire so it comes out the bottom. If you want 
to be very stealthy, cut it off just about a 1/4" short of showing. Then 
when 

you want to use it, drop a coax to it with an alligator clip and atach to 
it. 

Tuen up and get on the air. When you're done, you don't even have to 

go back out, just pull the coax in. 


Come on here people, what is the problem? This is QRP? And while I'm 
one of the probably not so civil arguers about there being many facets to 
QRP operation, I HOPE we all haven't lost our antenna skills! Or have 
we? 


This doesn't have to be an arguement. Just do it. Quietly. Remember 
the old saying... 


If you may not like the answer, don't ask the question. 


So, be quiet and just do it. And if you do get caught, be polite, 
appologize, 

and from then forward for a while be totally indoors. Hey, remember 
that the first demo of the K2 at ARRL headquarters was with a BACK OF 
SET ANTENNA! So why all the whining about what an apartment will 

or won't allow?

No, I'm *xnot*x expecting them to allow me to put up a 5-band beam, nor would 
I expect them to. 


I also would xnotx like to be thrown out for setting up a xsmallx mag-loop, 
or even an external wire antenna, which I technically xcanx be for 
violating the terms of my lease (whilst my neighbour can set up three 
minidish antennas--and yes, I literally have a neighbour with *xTHREEx 
minidish antennas for each of the three televisions they have) which would 
take up xlessx room, and can actually be made more asthetically pleasing 
(you could disguise a small magloop as a planter box for a garden, ora 


hanger for windchimes) than the three DishTV units. 


The xonlyx reason he is allowed to have those minidishes, by the way, is 
because of an exemption that *specificallyx applies to television 
reception--basically an apartment complex xcannot* prevent you from putting 
up an outdoor antenna to receive TV as long as you keep it reasonable 
(nobody expects that they'd allow someone to put up a “big dish" antenna on 
an apartment balcony, which is the rough equivalent of what you are 
proposing!). (Yes, I lived in an apartment complex that even banned TV 
antennas until one of the residents informed them of the federal reg in 
question. That one xhad* no outside aerials--until the "tv antenna 
exemption" was brought up, you either got cable, had an amplified antenna 
and hoped the signal could get through the shielding, or did without) 


>You can put up an antenna right now that won't offend anyone. You can 
>do it so that they won't know, be on the air, and not upset anyone. Heck, 
>I operated for years from 'stealth' sites. Even at power levels to 75w, 
>hardly QRP. (OK, I DID destroy one guys stereo, but that's another 
>story...) 

> 

>What could you do? Well, get one of those fiberglass fishing poles and 
>set it on your porch as a St Louis Verticle. Disguise it by putting a 
>decorative wind sock on the top. Or, a shorter pole. Set it so that it 
>has

Again, this is assuming one doesn't have nosy neighbours that decide to 
report one to the apartment managers. (Yes, such things do exist.) 


This is assuming someone from the maintenance department doesn't decide to 
whinge. 


This is assuming the apartment management itself doesn't notice the thing 
when it's taking people on tours through the apartments to see if one wants 
to rent (our apartment complex does do this; in fact, when we were first 
moving in we were told to move our boxes we had our stuff in out of sight 
of the windows so it wouldn't "clutter up" things--I promise you, if they 
noticed a moving box through six inches of windowshade, they WILL notice a 
hamstick). 


Nobody is asking to put up the Mega-Beam of Doom. I think ANYONE who is 
sane agrees a big beam is in fact Not Feasible and Not Reasonable for an 
apartment. 


What I think people ARE asking for is to not be xkicked out* when the 
apartment manager or homeowners association or whatnot discovers one's 


stealth antenna (yes, people have been kicked out and have had liens put on 
property making it almost impossible to buy a new home because "stealth 
antennas" have been discovered; yes, I have read the reports, yes, I do 
monitor the groups that tell how to make stealth antennas). 


What they are asking for is permission to put up an antenna--which would be 
less intrusive than those DishTV units--WITHOUT fear of being kicked out of 
their homes because a nosy neighbour (or for that matter, neighbour's kids 
who are upset because they think you were the ones who called the cops on 
them for having the loud and noisy party at 3am--or the neighbours who are 
dealing drugs next door and having the loud party [the reason I moved out 
of my xlast*x complex is that we had a succession of xfivex people living 
next door to us busted for drugs, one with a federal warrant on him for 
weapons violations and running a meth lab; right now I have next door 
neighbours who are regularly having the cops called out here because they 
are getting into LOUD domestic disturbances]). 


(I am familiar with how nosy neighbours, or even people with just a bee up 
their bonnet, get even OUTSIDE of a homeowner's association. I had my 
misadventure with the manager over my moving boxes; my father got into a 
disagreement with his neighbour re property boundaries and a tree 
overhanging dangerously, and the neighbour called the county health 
department to make my father clean some lawn care tools off his carport 
(quoting an obscure city ordinance prohibiting lawn equipment being out, 
which is EXTREMELY rarely enforced) in a tiff to get back at him. It is 
NOT a stretch to see this happen even if one DOES try to keep good 
relations with one's neighbours, which I do.) 


>Or if you can get just a bit of access to the roof or top apartment...

Again, this is assuming that one can get access to the roof. (I could not 
get access to the roof even at my last apartment when I lived on the top 
floor; I cannot get access there now, otherwise I'd have already replaced 
the broken main TV antenna :P) 


>Or you could mount a flagpole on your porch. A 4 footer at first. Then 
>a week later a 6' piece of of pvc pipe the same color. Then a week 
>later an 8' piece. With a wire in the middle. 


Again, assuming they allow you to put up flagpoles. (The restrictions on 
both apartments I have lived at, if taken strictly, ban not only flagpoles, 
but pole-mounted bird feeders and pretty much xanythingx pole-mounted. It 
was not as strictly enforced at my old place, but at the new apartments, 


they allow Dish TV setups but xnot*x flagpoles. It is in question whether 
even a pole-mounted bird feeder would be permissible, but one is less 
likely to be busted for that; in fact, the antennas I would put up would be 
small bird-feeder antenna types, or using a magloop as a "handle" for a 
potted plant (lil' magloop, with a big pot of spider-plants in the 
middle--everyone likes spider-plants :) or a boxloop as a "frame" for a 
small patio garden.) 


Some places quite literally frown on putting anything but chairs on one's 
balcony (birdfeeders, I can get by with by pulling out a National Audubon 
Society membership card and stating I'm setting up a "backyard habitat" :), 
but I do know folks who aren't even allowed to set up birdfeeders).

I myself like the idea of stealth operation as much as the next 
guy. (Heck, I think it's a good idea for most people, to be honest :) 


The problem comes when the nosy neighbour (or apartment maintenance person) 
discovers that wire, or worse yet, discovers you laying out that wire...and 
decides to report you to the homeowner's association (or apartment manager) 
who points out the little rule about "no antennas save DishTV units" and 
(if they're xnice*x about it) warns you that if you are caught doing this 
again, you will at the least forfeit the lease or have a lien put against 
your home until you get rid of the accursed wire. (If they're xnotx nice, 
they'll give you 2 weeks to get out. AND you forfeit everything you've put 


in to pay for living there, house or apartment. AND they might make you 
pay extra because you xdared* go against their authority. ) 


>This doesn't have to be an arguement. Just do it. Quietly. Remember

Again, this is assuming if you get caught that they *givex you the chance 
to apologise. Some homeowners' associations, and some apartment managers, 
are xnot*x giving second chances, and if they find the wire, you'll be 
operating QRP from the local homeless shelter because they will *xevictx 
you, or put a lien on your home so that when you do move you'll be 
penniless, or they will fine you into pennilessness. 


If it were a matter of being apologetic and operating indoor until they 
looked the other way, then people wouldn't be fighting for laws like 

this. It's kinda sad when one's living-quarters' managers attempts to make 
one homeless or bankrupt one for practicing one's hobby. 


And yes, this has xeven happened to QRP operators and even QRP operators 
operating stealth. 


More to the point, the proliferation of CC&Rs and restrictive lease 
agreements is hurting the hobby, because in some areas it is increasingly 
difficult, if not impossible, to operate at all. (Yes, you can move. That 
nine-year-old kid who wants to get into ham radio and has the misfortune of 
living in an apartment--and trust me, with the firewalls they use nowadays, 
sometimes apartments are almost Faraday cages; I have to put my antennas 
against the window to hear xanythingx, and yes, that includes an amplified 
TV antenna!--and would probably be a boon to the QRP hobby except he 
doesn't have a car to go out to the country, and can't even put up a wire 
without him AND his parents out in the street--he doesn't have that option.) 


I think I can truthfully say that if I lived in a modern apartment or CC&R 
restricted community as a young'un I'd probably be less interested in ham 
radio now, simply because I couldn't put out a small, subtle longwire out 
to a tree or to the ground and hear the world, whereas I could as a kid 
because I xcould* put out a small longwire. I'd give my eyeteeth to be 
able to put out that longwire again to the pine tree just outside my house, 
or even a bird-feeder antenna. I may well get down and do it if I see 


other pole-mounted birdfeeders and stand a reasonable chance of getting 
away with it. 


However, I can't risk not having a place to live. Which, if I were to be 
evicted because of this, would be exactly what would happen :P And too 
many other folks are in that situation.

I know that I will 
have to investigate any home purchase very thoroughly before signing 
anything. I am hoping to find a new home with some acreage, perhaps 5 
to 10 acres. There are issues besides Amateur radio influencing my 
choice of a future home, but the covenants and restrictions really 
have me nervous. From all I am hearing, it may cause me to be looking 
for quite a while before finding something suitable.

Since my post ( yesterday ) about dropping the K1, I've had several requ= 
ests 

for more info on my WB8CAC/AP ( Aero Portable ) setup. Here goes, but 
remember, I've been falling out of perfectly good airplance for about 30 
years... DON'T TRY THIS AT HOME! 


The Ki has the internal battery option which even at full power gives me 

plenty of current for the roughly 2 to 3 minutes of operating time I get.= 
The 

rig sits in a home made nylon carrying bag which is mounted with quick re= 

lease 

hardware to the chest strap of my parachute harness. The quick release i= 

Ss 

needed if it should become neccessary to get rid of the rig in the event = 

of 

some sort of line entanglement during parachute deployment. 


On the bottom of the bag is a pocket which the "dangling wire" antenna is= 


stored in until I'm realy to lower it after opening. The antenna wire is= 
very 

light enameled wire which is easy to break if I need to get rid of it in 

a 

hurry. 


A whiterook MK-33 mini-paddle stays in the front of my jumpsuit. After 
lowering the antenna, I unzip the suit, take out the paddle and stick it = 
ona 

velcro pad on top of the rig bag. The "Ear bud" earphone is inserted bef= 
ore 

takeoff so I don't have to take my helment off to mess with it. Both ear= 
phone 

and paddle connections are with very easy to break enameled wire, also fo= 
r 

safety reasons... I may not have time to unplug things if the gear needs = 
to be 

dumped. All of the wires broke away nicely when the rig fell, proving th= 
at 

the wires cause no hang up problems. 


I leave the keyer set for about 30 wpm due to short operating times. Aft= 
er 
completing the rig repairs, I plan to make some jumpes opening the parach= 
ute 
up around 12,000 £t ( NOT normal procedure ) to get some decent amounts o=

jump operating time and an easier to live with speed.

Never happen. Besides are you that lacking in the creativity department? I 
used to live in a garden apartment on the ground floor of a four story 


building in a large apartment complex. Despite "no antennas" in the lease I 
had a 130 ft stealth antenna, much of which was up 65 ft or so in the air. 


Before that I lived in a high rise in Chicago and with 10 watts of FM and a 
three foot Ringo in the window I could work simplex stations easily over a 
range of 150 miles. Heck I could hit every repeater with an HT. I imagine if 
I had an Isotron or something small like that back in those days I could 
have worked loads of stations on HF as well. 


When I first moved into my current ranch home, I installed a wire antenna in 
my BASEMENT and worked loads of stations qrp. If I can put an antenna in the 
basement that works, certainly you can put one in your attic? 


To me its this whole CC&R thing sounds like some people want to use raw 
political power to make up for their lack of creative thought. Perhaps when 
you have recreational vehicles and boats parked in your neighbors drive way, 
rusted sheds in their back yard, and stockade fences erected in their front 
yard, then maybe you will be sorry you raised this whole issue. You are free 
to contract or not contract. No "“commies" are making you do it. Find another 
community or use some creativity. 


And for the person living in section 8 housing that was using that as an 
excuse not to get their ticket, why dont you build a station at your parents 
house? It sounded like they were nearby and you said your dad was into CB. 
Certainly he would allow you to put up an antenna. Then all you have to do 
is visit once in a while and you can get on the air.

According to my web search, the 2N6017 that you have are PNP 
transistors, not SCRs, and will not work properly in the circuit, 


The SCR used in this application is non critical. The original circuit 
called for a 1 amp 50 volt Radio Shack SCR. The SCR in the charging circuit 
will only see 100 microamperes at a few volts, and can be nearly any SCR. 


I am not sure that the charger you reference is a good choice for 
controlling solar panels. The relatively high drop out voltage of the LM317 
could cause a problem, as could inadequate current from the solar panel when 
the sky is cloudy. 


For simple solar regulation a shunt regulator is attractive as there is no 
voltage drop in the controller to waste power when charging. There is a 
schematic for a simple one in the "QRP Power" book. 


Also, if you are using the solar panel/battery in a temporary setup, a 
sophisticated charge controller isn't really necessary. I charge my gel cell 
in the field using a solar panel and limiting the charge voltage to the gel 
cell with a 15 volt zener across the battery terminals. This works best when 
you start with a fully charged battery, and the output of the solar cell is 
roughly equal to the average draw of the rig, but the whole setup is simple 
and non critical. 


I am glad to see somebody is building the charger circuit. I originally 
copied the circuit from a July 1987 Sky and Telescope article. It isa 
dandy, and shows what cam be with simple available parts. - Dr. Megacycle
